DISCUSSION TODAY 


On $50,000,000 Defense Bill. Three 


Hours Debate Allowed. Fast 


Work in Congress.

Washington, March S.—The committee 


on appropriations in the house held a 
meeting this morning, and unauimousl 
agreed to report ^favorably on the bi 
appropriating $50,000,000 for national ^ ~ 
^ense. 
The bill was referred to the committee 


yesterday, and the prompt action show_ 
the overwhelming sentiment in all do 
partments of the government. No ques- 
tions have been asked, and no criticisms 
heard on the bill. Everyone is anxious to 
hasten the passage of what is considered 
an absolutely necessary measure. 


The Bill Applauded. 


The bill was presented immediately 


after the opening of the house. It in- 
oluded other items than defense, among 
which was 1100,000 for coal.for the navy. 
There was a spontaneous burst of ap~ 
plause at the close of reading from mem- 
bers and the gallery. 


It was decided to have three hours de- 


bate on the bill and Mr. Cannon first 
took the floor. He said we b,ave money 
in the treasury now to meet the appro- 
priation and therefore there is no need to 
borrow money or increase faxes, which 
almost any other nation on earth would 
have been obliged'to do. It is not a war 
appropriation but a peace measure. The 
government would not if it could, trench 
on the rights cf any other nation on 
earth. 
Purposes of the Bill. 


5fl.s there has been no explanation so 


far of the purpose which prompted the 
introduction of Mr. Cannon's resolution, 
It may be said that the money is wanted 
primarily as an emergency fund. 
It 


is said by the officials who will have the j 
disposition" of this money that it by I 
no means follows because congress' 
places such a sum in the control of the' 
president that he will feel bound to spend 
all of it. 
Those who look for a whole- 


sale purchase of warships from the bar- 
gain counters of European builders are 
likely to be disappointed. 
The navy 


department Is inclined to make but one 
purchase of this kind, at Srst at least, 
in the shape of a substantial Ironclad. 
It does not desire to get possession of 
several of the larger class of torpedo 
destroyers, such as the Sokul of the 
Russian navy, vessels of 300 tons, able 
to keep the sea in bad weather, a weak 
point with our own boats, and capable 
of enormous speed, such as 32 knots; 
but such craft are not for sale at all 
times. 
They are built to order gen- 


erally, and could not be produced in 
this manner in less than six months 
from the date of contract, unless special 
prices were paid. 


The offers of ships are now assuming 


definite and formal shape. 
Secretary 


Long received a call Monday from A. 
F. Lane, representing the Maxim-Nor- 
denfeldt company, and the agent for 
several war vessels now nearing com- 
pletion in large foreign shipyards. These 
include two cruisers of the type of the 
Cincinnati, T*hich are designed to be 
20-knot vessels, and two ironclads of 
14 knots which would be called tfiird- 
class battleships in our rating. 
These 


are now open /to purchase, and it is 
understood that Mr. Lane's visit was 
in this connection. The two cruisers 
are 330 feet long, 43 feetxbeam, 16 feet 
draught. 
They carry six 6-inch and 


four 5-inch guns, and an auxiliary bat- 
tery. 
The ironclads have a 13 3-4-lnch 


belt of Harveyized steel. Their arma- 
ment is two 10-inch guns, four 5-lnch, 
two 6-inch, six 6-pounders and four 1- 
pounders. Mr. Lane regards these ships 
as first-class in every respect, as they 
were designed on modern principles and 
are being built by one of the leading 
shipbuilding- firms of Europe. They are 
well along towards completion, and all 
four, it is said, could be in commission 
within a, few months. They were orig- 
inally designed for • one of the South 
American republics, but there is said 
to b* no obligation which would pre- 
vent their acquisition by the United 
States. Mr. Lane recently sold the navy 
department 60 of the Maxim-Norden- 
feldt rapid-fire guns, and his standing 
with the officials is such as to give his 
representations as to ships much weight. 


There are things that are wanted much 


more than warships li^ case of trouble 
and the army shares these neads, so 
that a fair proportion of the $50,000,000 
would have to go to the war department. 
These are abundant supplies of shot, 
shell and powder. The army is as short 
as the nav,y of these essential stores. 
It has been found tlwit there will not 
ba nearly as much difficulty in securing 
modern arms for the navy, even on a 
war footing, 35 was anticipated. 
This 


Is because eertain private gun makers 
have just brought out a type of repeat- 
ing rlflft very similar in general features 
to the new army rifle, using the same 
cartridge of 30 guage and with about as 
great rapidity of fire. The plants of 
these companies are «o extensive that 
they could turn the arms out very 
rapidly, so that the Springfield in the 
hands of the militia could be replaced 
in short order. 
It is said that no con- 


tracts for the purchase of naval ammuni- 
tion have been closed, but the depart- 
ment has Informed itself as to how 
speedily It could secure every i^Kl ot 
ammunition and supplies in case of 
emergency. 
This1 inquiry has shown 


that the facilities of this country are 
ample to meet any demand for powder, 
projectiles, cartridge cases, pri^ners, 
fuses, etc. These supplies are not kept 
In stock, however, and in case of emer- 
gency they would have to be made on 
orders. 


The appropriation of 150,000,000 for the 


national defense will not involve the 
Issue of bond*. 
This announcement 


was made by the treasury officials, who 
stated that the treasury was amply 
prepared to meet any demands that will 
likely be made upon it. 
On Feb. 1 th«

ONLY THREE NEGATIVES. 


Artillery Bill Passes the House Witt 


Practical Unanimity. 


Washington, March S.—The spirit 01 


patriotism was rampant in the house 
yesterday, and by almost a unanimous 
vote the Hawley bill providing for two 
additional regiments of artillery was 
passed under suspension of the rules 
No effort was made to obstruct action, 
but Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader, 
pleaded for more time than the 40 min- 
utes allowed under the rule, and be- 
cause it was refused 
after the bil! 


passed he inaugurated a nlibustei 
against the District of Columbia legis- 
lation that continued all day. Mr. 
Bailey desired to speak in favor of the 
bill, but could not get time. 


Mr. Cox of Tennessee and Mr. Jones ol 


Virginia antagonized the bill on the 
ground that it made a permanent in- 
crease of the standing army. ( Most ol 
the time in favor of the bill 'was con- 
Burned in one-minute speeches. 
Mr 


Hull and the Republicans refrained from 
referring to any emergency, but some 
of the Democrats who spoke did, and 
Mr. "Williams of Mississippi referred 
directly to probable war with Spain, 
Every expression construed into a ref- 
erence to the support of the government 
in a possible crisis was received with ap- 
plause. 


Mr. Hull, in opening the debate, ex- 


plained briefly the necessity for thess 
men to man the coast defenses of the 
country. By July 1, he said, 244 big gun,. 
and 232 motars would be mounted, 476 
in all. These guns required 18 men each 
to handle them, and in time of war 60. 
There were but 4025 artillerymen all told 
In the service. The guns emplaced July 
1 would require 7000 men regardless ol 
any exigency that might arise. Even 
if no exigency arose these men, he in- 
sisted, would be necessary to care for tha 
fortifications and guns upon which we 
were expending millions of dollars. The 
charge th«t this bill was an attempt 
to increase the standing army to be 
used possibly to overawe the cities, he 
said, he considered too frivolous to dis- 
cuss. 


Mr. Cox said he would vote as cheer- 


fully as any man in the house for this 
bill if it were needed for the national 
defense as a war measure, but he urged 
that the president, as commander-in- 
chief of the army, had authority to de- 
tail men from the other branches.of the 
service, the cavalry and infantry, and 
that such details could man and care for 
the coast defenses without increasing 
permanently the standing army. 


District of Columbia business was 


then taken up, and Mr. Bailey, as a 
method of resenting the refusal to ac- 
cord him the privilege of addressing tha 
house, inaugurated a filibuster. Roll- 
call followed rollcall for two hours. A 
sharp tilt occurred between the speaker 
and Mr. Bailey. Mr. Bailey had been 
trying to obtain recognition, but Mr. 
Babcock, chairman of the district com- 
mittee, retained the floor with his bill. 
Finally the confusion became so great 
that the speaker requested members to 
take their seats. Mr. Bailey retained 
his place on the floor. Again the speakei 
requested members to take their s/feats. 


"I take my seat," said Mr. Bailey as 


he finally sat down, "because the rules 
of the house require it." 


"The speaker exercises no authority 


except that conferred by the rules," said 
the speaker. "He had no other author- 
ity, and he expects none." 


There were several exchanges after 


that, after one of which Mr. Bailey, to 
the accompaniment of Republican Jeers 
and Democratic applause, declared that 
he could not be "badgered" by the 
speaker. Then turning to the Republi- 
can side, in response to their Jeers, he 
added: "That demonstration either in- 
dicates a lack of decency or a lack of 
sense, and I suspect both." 


Representative Norton oft Ohio intro- 


duced a resolution, which was referred 
to the committee on rules, setting aside 
next Thursday and Friday for the-con- 
sideration of a joint resolution to recog- 
nize the independence of the republic of 
Cuba. 


Chairman Cannon of the appropria- 


tions committee introduced a bill en- 
titled "Making appropriations for the 
national defense." 
It is as follows: 


"That there is hereby appropriated out

LEE IS SATISFACTORY 


To Spain, and Genera! Bianco Did 


Not Criticize Him. 
Note 


Issued in Madrid. 


Suspenders. 


MMrid, Mar. 8.—A semi-official note 


just issued here this morning declares that 
the Spanish government haa not received 
any complaint regarding tha attitude of 


Gen, 
Lee in Havana. On the contrary, 


Gen. 
Blanco affirms that LeVs behavior 


in his official capacity has always been 
correct and perfectly satisfactory to the 
Spanish as far as impartiality is con- 
cerned. 


It is also announced that the Spanish 


torpedo squadron at Cadiz will not sail for 
Cuba, "owing to information received 
from the United States and from Gen- 
Bianco." Every one may be assured that 
the squadron will neither aail now nor 
any time in the future, 


Board of Inquiry Changes Metliod, 
Havana, March 8.—The board of inquiry 


is adopting a different course from that 
used on the last visit here, and now it is 
not uncommon to see members of the 
court on board the work directiEg the 
navy divers ani obtaining from them 
direct reports on the structural condition, 
and making individual notes for future 
consideration. 


Misapprehension 01 mots. 


Washington, March 8.—It is learned 


that Spain's suggestion that Consul Gen- 
eral Lee be recalled was nlade originally 
upon a misapprehension, which was due 
to a newspaper report to the effect that 
'General Lee had expressed the opinion 
to a reporter that the Spanish officials 
fv-ere responsible for the disaster to the 
Maine. 
Accepting this report as ac- 


curate, the Spanish' prime minister 
brought the matter to Minister Wood- 
fcrd's attention, at the time suggest- 
ing that General Lee's recall would be 
gratifyiisg to Spain, if did not require 
a great while for Spain to discover that 
General Lee had been, according to the 
United States authorities, incorrectly 
represented. 
Before that discovery was 


made, however, the rer)ly of President 
McKinley, refusing to heed the sug- 
gestion and expressing a determination 
to keep Lee at his post, was received, 
Spain then retired from her position, 
basing her retirement upon the ground 
that the original suggestion had been 
founded upon a-- misapprehension of 
facts.

Mr. BonteUe Explains. 


Washington, March S.—Congressman 


Boutelle, chairman of the house naval 
committee, made the following state- 
ment to the Associated Press: "At an 
interview with Secretary Long on Sun- 
day, at whl&h the subject of authorizing 
the president to provide for emergencies 
was discussed, I suggested the desirabil- 
ity of a conference of the executive of- 
ficers with representative members of 
the house and senate. At the conference 
it was deemed advisable to give the pub- 
lic the assurance that congress would 
invest the president with a discretionary 
power to prepare for all emergencies 
wfiich should be as broad as the possi- 
bilities of events; therefore, instead of 
passing various bills authorizing specific 
action under the several departments, 
la general credit of $50,000,000 should be 
reported by the appropriations commit- 
tee of the two houses and placed at the 
disposal of the president to meet any 
exigency that may arise. Speaker Reed 
was in personal conference with the 
president during the day, and will pre- 
pare for -prompt action upon the bill in 
the house. 


"This legislation should not be in- 


terpreted ae indicating that war is ex- 
pected, but as precautionary provision, 
and an assurance to the world that the 
government at Washington, in all Its 
branches and without distinction of 
parties or persons, is and will be solidly 
united in everything that pertains to 
supporting our president in the main- 
tenance of Just relations tyitb am,£*>u*.*~- 


men and the upholding of the national 
dignity and honor." 


Wreckers Advanced Steadily. 


Havana, March 8.—The court of in- 


quiry held its usual sessions yesterday, 
examining Ensign Px>weison and the 
divers' plans. The Spanish divers work 
when they desire to do so. The day was 
beautiful and the wreckers advanced 
steadily in clearing away the debris. 
Many articles of personal value to the 
officers of the Maine are recovered from 
time to time as the work progresses. 


On account of the attempted smug- 


gling from fTew York, the customs of- 
ficers make a careful examination of all 
consignments of relief supplies. Except 
on the order of the military authori- 
ties the distribution of quinine has been 
prohibited for a time. It was found 
that much quinine made its way into 
the hands of the insurgents. 


No official information is accessible 


concerning the reported deportation of 
American 
correspondents. 
Several 


Americans were passengers on the Ward 
line steamer Concho Monday morning, 


As bearing on the state of public feel- 


ing here, it is worth noting that there 
were 32 balls and more or less elaborate 
parties in Havana Sunday night. 


Syndicate of .Speculator!. 


Philadelphia, March 8.—Charles H. 


Cramp, head of the shipbuilding firm, 
declares that the wide-spread talk of 
Spain buying warships abroad and the 
securing of options on these ships by tha 
United States is part of a scheme in- 
stigated by a syndicate of speculators. 
Their purpose, he said, is to secure \big- 
commissions by helping English and 
German shipbuilders to unload on this 
government a number of unsalable 
vessels built either on speculation or 
by contract with various of the second 
rate powers that are not liable to pay 
for them. 


Said Mr. Cramp: 
"The total valua- 


tion of the ships Involved in this deal 
is about $15,000,000. 
The commissions 


which the speculative syndicate would 
receive for disposing of them to the 
United States would be about 15 percent 
of the selling price, or, say $2,220,000 on 
the whole lot." 


It is composed of an Anglo-American

"We Do Not Mind Going." 


Key West, Fla,, March 8.—To a cor- 


respondent of the Associated Press who 
went on board the cruiser Montgomery 
last night a high officer said: 
"We do 


i not mmd going to Havana a bit. We 


j shall be off in the morning unless we

another countermanding order. 


These changes have kept us on the jump, 
and we hardly know where we are. 
With provisions and ammunition aboard, 
however, we are prepared to go any- 
where.

ployed on the Maine in Havana harbor, 
Is in that city. 
Bonner says he went to 


Havana on the Right Arm Feb. 23 and 
was employed at work on the Maine 
unttl the 28th. 
He states that the 


Maine was 
undoubtedly blown up 


through an outside agency. 
He tells 


how the forward turret was thrown from 
the port side backward, a distance of 70 
feet on to the starboard superstructure.

Chandler far War. 


Concord, N, H., March 8.—Senatoi 


William E. Chandler gave out the fol- 
lowing interview upon national affain 
in reply to the question as to his opinioi 
on the Maine tragedy: "Whatever maj 
have caused the explosion, the incident 
is not without an important effect upoE 
public opinion all over the world. Th« 
natural suspicions ' aroused against 
Spain, or rather against Spaniards, have 
intensified American sentiment against 
Spanish rule In Cuba, and-the calamity 
will hasten American action and quicken 
the advent of Cuban freedom, which, 1 
think, cannot be much longer delayed. 
The traditional purpose of the United 
States for 75 yeara has been to end, at 
the first appropriate moment, all Span- 
ish rule in the western hemisphere by 
helping to make her to let go of Cuba. 
Several opportunities have been offered, 
notably^that of the revolution of IMS, 
but a regard for the short-lived republic 
of Spain led us unwisely to stay our 
hands. Now that another chance has 
come it would be an inexcusable neglect 
of our national Interests, a cowardly 
abandonment of our well understood 
policy, to allow Spain to again possess 
the great and magnificent island. 


"Spain will probably not release her 


hold upon Cuba without a collision of 
war with the United States, which will 
last from IE minutes to turee months; 
no longer. That tht United States 
should run the risk of such a Short war 
with Spain in order to make Cuba free 
is one of the plainest dictates of policy 
and humanity. I cannot doubt that the 
president will made up bis miad very 
soon to take the necessary steps towards 
the desired end, and not to wait until a 
time when it will be said, that h« does it 
merely in order to get up a war scare, 
and save the 1898 elections to. the Re- 
publican party. The.time for action is 
now, arid it should be taKen, without fear

a garrison prepared for them, can 


nons loaded and all thai approaches guard 
ed. Still the pirates did not hesitate. Thcj 
advanced fiercely to tho attack, just as they 
wero accustomed to do when they wero 
boarding a Spanish vessel, but they soon 
found that fighting on land was very dif 
ferent from fightinp at sea. In a marine 
combat it is seldom that a party of board^ 
ers is attacked in the rear by the enemy 
But on land such methods of warfare 
should always be expected. Now, Roc and 
Tributor did not expect anything at the 
kind, and they were therefore greatly 
dismayed when a party of horsemen from 
the town, who had made a wide detour 
through the woods, suddenly charged upon 
their rear. Between the guns of the gar- 
rison and the sabers of tho horsemen the 
buccaneers had a very hard time, and it 
was not long before they were completely 
defeated.

IN WASHINGTON'S DAY. 


Fictcresqae Coslnmes Worn at the 


Inaugural Ball. 


Writing of "V.'ith Yv'aaliington In tho 


Minuet," Mrs. Burton Harrison gives an 
interesting description of tho first inaugu 
ral ball in Tho Ladies' IIojuo Journal. In 
telling oi Una memorable fete she givc-s 
an interesting peep at tbe costumes worn 
by the belles and boaux of ii century ago. 
"For a bint of tho costumes worn," sho 
writes, "wo must furbish up tbo impres- 
sions of Colonel Stone, who, strange to 
sny, appears to be the chief chronicler o£ 
toilets whoso data arc handed down in 
print: 'One favorito dress was a plain ce- 
lestial bluo satin gown with a white satin 
petticoat. On tho neck was worn a very 
largo Italian gauze handkerchief with 
border stripes of satin. The headdress was 
a puff of gauzo in tho form of a globe, the 
headpioce of which was composed of white 
satin having a double wing in large plaits 
and trimmed with a wreath of artificial 
rosos falling from tho left at the top to the 
right at tbe bottom in front, thn rovcr»& 
behind. Tho hair was drossod all over In 
detached curis, four of which, in two 
ranks, fell on each side of the neck and 
wero relieved bohind by a floating chi- 
gnon.1 


"In color of nttira tho men of thoso days 


were not, as DOW, simply a foil for tho gay 
tints of their womankind. 'A light bluo 
French coat, with high collar, broad lapels 
and large gilt buttons, a double breasted 
jnarsoilles vest, nankeen colored cassimore 
breeches, with white bilk stockings, shin- 
ing pumps, and full ruffles at tho breast 
and. wrists, together with a ponderous 
white cravat with a "pudding" in it, were 
then evening dress a la mode in Now York.' 


"Washington's usual costume on dross 


occasions was a coat and breeches of plain 
black velvet, with a white or pearl colored 
eatin embroidered waistcoat, whito or buff 
glovos and a long sword in a scabbard of 
poliphcd whito leather, which was worn 
undor tho coaV Ho invariably carried in 
his hand a cocllhd bsf, ssd his knees and 
feet wero adorned with silver buckles."

REMARKABLE JOURNALS KEPT 
BY 


THE METHODIST BISHOP NEWMAN. 


They Extend Over a Ferlotl of Nearly Forty' 


Years »ud Treat of Almost Every Topic of 
Genuine Human Interest — Records of 
Conversation* Their Chief Feature. 


YORK, March 
8.— t Special.]— 


Dishop Xowman of the Methodist church, 
whoso recently expressed belief that the 
whole world is now in a stato of greater 
unrest than at any previous timo since tho 
beginning of tho Christian era has called 
out a \uat deal of coimuont, luis just been 
making New York a rathor prolonged 
visit. 


Tho bishop is now a yenr or two past 


tho Biblical threescore and ton, and his 
hair is of silvery .whiteness. But ho still 
possesses abundant vigor, his voico shows 
little of the quaver for which wo listen when 
most inou past 70 spoilt, his smooth shaven 
fuco, which is the very ideal of a bishop's, 
is not unduly wrinkled, and his (5 feet of 
physical personality has yet to show tho 
sinop of old age. Moreover, though ho fa- 
vors himself rather moro than ho did a 
scoro of years ago, his activities aro still 
suflicient to tire many a younger man, and 
ho continues tho jottings concerning tho 
pKOple he meets every day that wero begun 
in I860 and h£rVe since been n part of the 
Eolf imposed duties of every S-t hours. 


Bishop Newman's Priceless Journals. 
"Ibetjan to keep a journal," snid tho 


bishop one day to tho writer, "when I 
. made my first trip abroad, just before tho 
breaking out of the civil war. It was my 
purpose then to publish a book, and I ac- 
cordingly devoted a large part of my notos 
the first year to minute descriptions of 
the places 1 visited. After tho publication 
o£ tho book I kept tip the journal at first 
from force of habit, but later I saw that it 
was of great help to mo in many way?, and 
1 have gono to bed very few nrghts since 
without recording a day's history in my 
little book. 


"Years and years ago, however, I ceased 


writing desoriptive matter. It can bo f onnd 
in tho guidebooks. But I have rarely 
lived a day without meeting some ono with 
something to say worth preserving, and 
for years tho bulk of my daily entries has 
consisted of notes of the talks I havo had 
with all sorts of people. 


"I can hardly indicate the value and 


variety of tho information I havo thus 
been able to set down in black and white," 
the bishop continued, warming up to the 
subject, "and I must confess that I have do- 
rived an immense amount of satisfaction 
from time to time in looting the records 
iver. Some of tho most interesting things 
have been said by the unlettered, and some 
of tho wittiest too. 
Oh, yes, I sometimes 


preserve jokes as well as tho facts, and I 
'mve found that the sense of humor exists 
everywhere and sweetens the lot of almost 
;very one. 


"I never make notes in tho presence of 


:he talker, of course, and at first I found 
t difficult to carr,y the conversations of a 
jay in my mind till night. By constant 
practice, however, I have trained my mem- 
jry so that it acts almost automatically, 
md now when I aru ready at tho very end 
jf each day to set down whatever I have 
Vard worthwhile the taliontpoints recall 
themselves, so to speak, and I am able to 
write them out without trouble. I gcner- 
illy precede tho notes of my talk with a 
Uttle description of the speaker, and in 
this way I have got together a very largo 
number of brief pen pictures of personal- 
ities. 


Great Scheme For Self Culture. 
' 


"You can see from what Ihavo just said 


diat tho writing tip of such a journal 
nightly is a great help to tbe memory, but 
-his is not tho only way in which it may 
'je made of disciplinary value. It trains 
..no to think about what is said to him, to 
••if t the wheat from the chaff and besides 
to direct the conversation, when possible, 
in a direction that will produce something 
worth saving. 


"Inasmuch as half a conversation would 


bo incomplete, I have long been in the 
habit of recording what I have said to- 
gether with the words of whoever I have 
talked with, and this has proved of great 
\ alue. My opinions on certain topics, like 
those of most men, I assume, have changed 
with the years, and my records toll me 
much more' accurately than my memory 
possibly could just how and in what degree 
my views havo become modified." 


A Mine For the Historian. 


Bearing in mind tho number of years 


Bishop Newman has been in touch with 
the larger affairs of life, the extent of his 
(ravels and tho breadth of his acquaint- 
ance, it is not too much to say that he has 
created a veritable mine of information 
for tho historian of these modern times. 
It is tho hope of such of his friends as 
know of his records that tho bishop may 
be induced to put tbem in shape for tho 
printer and so give them to the world, but 
he has not as yet declared an intention to 
do so. Possibly he moans to leave them to 
bo edited and published after his death, 
and that might bo tho pleasanter way, 
oinco, as I gathered from his talk, thoy 
contain some things that would not bo 
likely to bo palatable in all quarters. 


Tho bishop's journals dnce 1861 would 


be especially enlightening on many points. 
In that year, while tho animosities engen- 
dered by the civil war were yet smolder- 
ing, ho went to New Orleans to reorganize 
thtt Methodist church in tho southwest. 
Fho years later, in 1869, having accom- 
plished that herculean task, ho was ap- 
pointed pastor of tho Metropolitan Meth- 
odist church at Washington, where ho be- 
came an intimate friend of President 
Grant, who made him a consular agent in 
3873 and sent him on a throe years' trip 
around tho globe. 


His journals of that trip aro among tha 


most interesting of tho entire series of his 
httlc black manuscript books, which have 
now become quite a library by themselves. 


Upon his return in 1876 ho was settled 


over a charge in Kew York. Later ho 
spent some years on the Pacific coast, re- 
turning cast in timo, however, to bo tho 
spiritual comforter of tho hero of Appo- 
mattox during his final illness. Elevation 
to the rank of bishop in tho strongest Prot- 
estant denominntion took placo a dozen 
years or moro ago, and smco then ho has 
traveled extensively up and down the earth 
in the Interests of his church. 


I have heard on good authority, though 


not from tho bishop's )ips, that, l.o has 
met more rulers than any othn^ living j.cr- 
Bnn, and that these include the presidents 
of every republic in tlie now world, be- 
sides no end of European royalties, all of 
whom supplied material for his bolovcd 
daily journal. Unquestionably it is tho 
most remarkable single record of politics, 
social life, church progress and general 
human interest that has been made with- 
in fcho present century.

THE FIREMAN'S LIFE.

The Spectacular Side at It Doubtless Has 


Strong 'Attractions. 


In The Century there is an article on 


"Heroes \Vho Fight Fire" by Jacob A. 
Biis in the series of "Heroes of Peace." 
Mr. Kiis says: 


Doubtless there is something in the spec- 


tacular side of it that attracts. It would 
be strange if there were not. 
There is ev- 


erything in a fireman's existence to en- 
lourage it. Day and night he leads a kind 
of hair trigger life that feeds naturally 
upon escitemont, even if only as a relief 
from tho irksome i'dling in quarters. Try 
as they may to give him enough to do 
there, tho time hangs heavily upon his 
•hands, koyod up as he is and need be to 
adventurous deeds at shortest notice. He 
falls to grumbling and quarreling, and the 
necessity becomes imperative of holding 
him to the strictest discipline, under which 
he chafes impatiently. "They nag hko a 
lot of old women," said Department Chief 
Bonner to me once, "and the best at a fire 
are often tho worst in the house." In the 
midst of it all the gong strikes a familiar 
sigml. The horses' hoofs thunder on the 
planks; with a leap the men go down the 
shining polo to the main floor, all else for- 
gotten, and with crash and clatter and 
bang the heavy engine swings into tho 
street and races away on a wild gallop, 
leaving a trail of firs behind. 


Presently the crowd sees rubber coated, 


helmeted men with pipe and hose go 
through a window from which such dense 
smoke pours forth that it seems incredible 
that a human being could breathe it for a 
second and live. 
The hose is dragged 


squirming over the sill, where shortly a 
red eyed face with disheveled hair appears, 
to shout something hoarsely to those be- 
low, which they understand. Then, un- 
less some emergency arise, fcbe spectacular 
part is over. Could the citizen whoso heart 
beat as ho watched them enter see them 
now he would see grii$y shapes, very un- 
like tbe fino looking men who but just 
now had roused his admiration, crawling 
on hands and knees, with their noses close 
to the floor if tbo smoke be very donse, 
ever pointing the "pipe" in the direction 
where the enemy is expected to appear. 
Tho fire is the enemy, but he can fight 
that, once he rpnohes it, with something of 
a chance. The smoke kills without giving 
him a show to fight back. Long practice 
toughens him against ic, until he learns 
tho trick of "eating the smoke." He can 
breathe where a candles-goes out for want 
of oxygon. By holding bis mouth clq'so to 
the nozzle he gets what little the stream 
of water brings with it and sets free', and 
within a few inches of the floor there is 
nearly always a current of air. In thelast 
emergency there is the hose that he can 
follow-out. The smoke always 5s his worst 
enemy. It lays ambushes for him which 
he can suspect, but not ward off. He tries 
to by opening vents in the roof as soon as 
the pipemcn aro in place and ready, but in 
spite of all precautions he is often sur- 
prised by the dreaded back draft.

JUST ONE LITTLE DOT 


IT WAS RESPONSIBLE FOR A FIERCE 


BUT BLOODLESS WAR. 


How the Budding: Friendship of Two Op- 


erators Was Nipped by a Faulty Cir- 
cuit—Chicago's Kiadly Inquiry Elicited 
"Rats!" From New York. 


Sherwood, a telegraph operator, recently 


told of a feud which came into existence 
because of tho loasof such a small thing as 
a telegraphic dot.

Point* About Terrapin. 


Terrapin begin laying about tho middle 


of May and hatch in about 80 days. The 
feinaloturrapin scratches u hole in tbesand 
with her forepavva, deposits her eggs, from 
18 to 19, in it, and then cover^ them up 
and leaves tho heat of the suu on tho sand 
to hatch out tho young terrapins. 


They are not much bigger whon hatched 


than a man's thumb noil, and uro as soft 
as dough. They crawl around pretty live- 


, ly nnd begin to hunt for their food, con- 


I Bisling of small fish, crabs, etc. 
The flrat 


summer they are quite small, and about 
the first to tho middle of November they 
go into their winter quarters. These con- 
sist of some soft inndhole in the marsh or 
on the bottom of some stream. Here they 
sleep until about the middle of April or 
later, when they come out and are of quite 
respectable size, say i inches in breadth. 
The next year they are 6 inches and the 
third 7 inches in breadth'. 


It is undoubtedly while the terrapin 


slumbers in the mud that ha acquires tho 
peculiar qualities for which wo admire 


I him. It is the only flush known which 
I ouo can crush in his mouth with his tongue 
j without the aid of his tooth. The othor 
! animals run about, sleeping only at night. 


The terrapin Bleeps night and day for six 
or seven months of tho year and takes bis 
night naps, too, for the balance of the year. 


An old islander volunteers the informa- 


tion that there are two favorite ways of 
cooking them — to take the terrapin meat 
aftor it is taken from the shell and put it 
in some fat pork and pie dough and make 
a terrapin potpie. This is the very best 
way, but if the person who is to do the 
eating is poorly then it should be stewed 
with just the terrapin meat alone and a 
little clear soup mingled with it.

Mattress Pincushions. 


Mattress pincushions, says a writer in a 


Philadelphia paper, can bo made in any 
materials, may be embellished with more 
or less embroidery, and are made in vari- 
ous sizes, oblong or square. The smallest 
that T advise making should be 9 by 6 
inches. Having decided on tho size, the 
stuffing and lining must be done, and for 
this get coarse house flannel, which" must 
be oat carefully and exactly to the. size of 
tfie mattress. It takes several yards of 
flannel, as It must be very firm and hard, 
and when all pressed together should be 
quite an inch thick. These layers must be 
firmly sewed together, as the success of 
these pincushions entirely depends on their 
being firm and hard at top, at bottom and 
at tie -sides. Another necessity is the per- 
fect regularity with which they are out, 
the edges general^ requiring to be sheared 
with very sharp scissors. It is possible to 
stuff the lining with horsehair or bran in- 
stead of flannel, in which oaso the cover- 
ing-roust be made first; otherwise, sew the 
flannel into a case of cheap loose woven 
calico, through which the pins pass easily, 
using tane one inch wide for the sides. 


Haying completed thfe, the outer co-ver • 


ing is a matter of ttfste, but plain materials 
nre best. A good satin, giik or tnoiro looks 
well, and indeed some of the finest flax 
linens of pale shades come out well when 
ombroidered in white. A siBall design in 
one corner 3saKB:-n1ce worked in silks, with 
gold and silver thread and a few beads or 
spangles if liked, bwfr keep the- embroidery 
tc^one coler.

THE'KLIPSPRINGER. 


i A South African Animal That Resemble* 


tlio Chamois of Europe. 


The klipspringer, or klipbok, as it is of- 


• ten called by the colonists, seems, like the 
j chamois of Europo, to be created for no 
i other purpose than to complete and adorn 
j a mountain landscape. Although smaller 


than its distant cousin of tho snowy Alps, 
tho kllpspringor yields neither to it nor to 
any other mountain dweller in the world 


i in tho case with which it can get about the 


I most difficult and dangerous rooks and 


j precipices. To watch a pair of these little 


antelopes bounding with tha elasticity of 


j a piece of india rubber up and down tho 


precipitous face of some yawning cliff or 
sheer mountain wall or on to pinnacles 
and ledges that might startle even a Rocky 
mountain goat, displaying the whilo a 
coolness and !aok of fear born of countless 
generations of a climbing ancestry, is to 
watch the very perfection of wild life upon 
the mountains. Certainly in all South Af- 
rica there is no more charming or wonder- 
ful sight than the klipspringer amid its 
own wild mountains, kloofs and krantzes. 


About 3 feet in height at the shoulder— 


sometimes a trifle more—the klipspringer 
is a sturdily built little buck,.. The ram 
carries short, sharp, poniafdlike horns 
about 4 inches in length; the ewe is horn- 
less. One great peculiarity of the klipbok 
lies in its olive brown coat, which is thick 
and very brittle to the touch. Each hair 
is hollow, and the whole coat is singularly 
light and elastic. Among toe colonists, 
and especially the Boers, the hair of the 
klipspriuger is in consequence in great de- 
mand for stuffing saddles. The legs are 
robust, as they need to be, the pasterns 
singularly stiff and rigid, while the tiny 
hoofs are hollow, somewhat jagged at the 
edges and exactly adapted for obtaining 
foothold on the most difficult mountain 
sides.—London Spectator.

They Do Not Bother the Cyclists Who 


Pedal Correctly. 


There are of conrse two points in the 


orbit of a bicycle crank at which the 
crank and the connecting rod would be 
in a straight line provided there were 
such a rod. Absence ol the rod in the 
bicycle of common pattern makes dead 


1 centers impossible. The rider's leg is 


j the tie that binds the crank wrist—i. e., 


j the pedal shaft—to the motive power. 


The motions of the leg are not arbi- 
trarily fixed like those of the rod join- 
ing the crank to the piston rod, cross- 
head or whatever it may be in the steam 
engine or other machine where recip- 
rocating motion is transformed into ro- 
tation. The leg is a compound, not a 
simple lever, connecting rod, or what- 
ever you are pleased to call it, and, j 
properly used, it conveys power to the 
crank through its entire 
revolution. 


| Thus the dead center is no obstacle to 


the propelling of a bicycle. 


However, a good many half baked 


-mechanics seem to have the idea that 
the dead center is one of the cyclist's 
bugaboos, and not infrequently some in- 
vention is announced as designed for 
getting rid of it. It has been so since 
the earliest days of the wheel. Back in 
the eighties the Star machine, with its 
little wheel in front, got around the 
supposed dead points by means of its 
clutch motion, and the same was true 
of the Springfield roadster and of one or 
two safeties which came later, but rec- 
ords for all notable achievements still 
belong to the plain crank. Tha race 
track, better than anything else, shows 
conclusively what there may be in a 
new thing, and although first and last 
a choice variety of clutch and lever 
pulls have been pitted against the re- 
volving pedal, 
none has prevailed 


against it. The old Star for a time 
made a brave showing, bnt the rear driv- 
ing crank safety soon obliterated it. It 
is true that when the pedal is at or near 
the so called ends of the up and down 
strokes a certain amount of power is 
lost unless the art of pedaling ie cor- 
rectly applied, in which case th^Bppli- 
cation of power is so nearly continuous 
that sensitive testing apparatus shows 
no perceptible let up in the chain pull. 
The art of pedaling should be more sys- 
tematically cultivated, for nothing is 
more 
conducive 
to easy progress. 


Straight up and down leg thrusts with- 
out ankle motion disclose the dead cen- 
ter and cause waste of more or less pow- 
er, but with correct pedaling the dead 
center vanishes.—-American Cyclist

Senator White to Retire From Public Life 


For Financial Reasons—Many Statesmen 
Who Live Beyond Their Means—Ex-Pres- 
ident Harrison Solves an Old Problem. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—f Special. 1—Ono 


of the ablest anil most interesting men in 
the senate, Mr. White of California, has 
announced his Intention to retire from 
congress and take up the practice of law. 
Mr. White frankly says ho cannot afford to 
remain in the senate. He hi\s a littlo 
property, but not enough to insure nn easy 
old age ivnd provision for his family, and 
he thinks it his duty to give up the honor j 
of a senatorial career to go at the task of i 
accumulating an independence. Senator i 
White is not tho only man in public life 
horo who foels tempted to surrender the 
delights of a career in congress or in high 
office on account of the income question. 
I could name a score of public men who 
aro living beyond thoir incomes who are 
making sacrifices of no mean measure in 
order to cater to their ambition. It costs 
money to live in the national capital, to 
wear good clothes, live in va fine house, 
keep a carriage, hire a number of servants, 
give dinners and keep up with tho proces- 
sion. The salary men get as senator, rep- 
resentative or as executive officer of the 
government does not compensate many of 
them for thoir outlay. 


Not long ago I chanced to overhear the 


servant of a well known public man, ono 
•who has a fame that extends to every part 
of tho country and whose family lives in 
such good style that no one would suspect 
tho question of how to make both ends 
meet ever bothered that household, talk- 
ing about the affairs of her employers. 
Tho colored woman in her quaint way 
said: 


"Bless you, they's fine folks, they is, 


but they's this kind o' folks: They give 
grand doin's cne day, entertaiuin their 
friends, an de nes' day they live on de 
leavin's o' de feast." 


Senator White Will Be Missed. 


Living on tho leavings of tho spread 


given for style's sake is not an uncommon 
thing in many "Washington houses. Sena- 
tor White is bold enough to make the break 


%away from such conditions. He says he is 
now in his prime. If he is ever going to 
earn a lot of money at his profession,he will 
have to get at it before he gets old. He 
will be missed from the senate, whero ba is 
a very popular man. He has a rollicking 
humor, a way of saying witty and sharp 
things, an awkward habit of asking the 
very question a feljow doesn't want ask- 
ed, and then, after he has floored his man, 
he will go around and sit down beside him 
and tell him no harm was meant and that: 
it was all a mere bit of pleasantry. There 
is no bitterness in his sallies, and the men 
who nave suffered most from his caustic 
wit like him best 


Senator White is really one of the intel- 


lectual mon of the upper branch. He is of 
an active temperament. It is impossible 
for him to be still or idle. His busy brain 
must have employment every waking mo- 
ment? And how do jou suppose he rests 
himself? After a hard day at the capitol, 
in committee meeting or on the floor, ha 
goes home, gets his dinner, plays awhile 
with his children, and then reads Greek 
comedies till midnight or later. He has a 
passion for the wit and humor and imagi- 
nation of the ancients. Aristophanes will 
keep him up till all hours. In bis library 
he keeps a bookcase at hand in which 
nothing but works in Greek are stored, 
and they are well thumbed. Speaker Eeed 
is another public man who is exceedingly 
fond of tho classics and of foreign lan- 
guages. The speaker loves to read Italian 
and French romances and now he is tak- 
ing up Spanish literature. Once in_awhile 
he slips over to the senate chamber and 
has a quiet littlo talK with Senator White. 
Observers imagine politics or foreign ques- 
tions are on tap, but actually Beed wants 
White to give him tips on Spanish litera- 
ture ttnd perhaps some information about 
Spanish idioms. Mr. White ia well up in 
Spanish language and literature. 
On his 


mother's side he is of Spanish descent. 


Speaking about sitting up till all hours 


of the night reminds me that there is a 
famous man in Washington who says he 
has not been to bed before 4 o'clock in the 
morning for 15 years. He is Professor 
Alexander Graham Bell, the inventor of 
the telephone. Mr. Bell is not compelled 
to sit up eo late. No tasks demand his un- 
remitting attention. But he loves to have 
those four or five hours of perfect quiet, 
after every one else is off to bed, for study 
in bis library and for experiments in his 
laboratory. That is what I call making 
something of life. 


Wnat to Do Witt Ex-Presidents. 


Tho old question of what to do with ex- 


presidents seems to be pretty well solved 
in the caBu of former President Harrison. 
General Harrison was in Washington not 
long ago with his family, and bis friends 
say they have never seen a more perfectly 
contented man nor one who appeared to 
enjoy life better. 
The famous Indianian 


has seemingly renewed his youth. Ho is 
much more like a boy than he was when 
here as senator or later as president. That 
austere manner which marked him in i 
those years has disappeared. Ho has mel- 
lowed and warmed into a most delightful 
friend"1 and companion. 
I met General Harrison at dinner;one 


night, and the subject of bosses and boss- 
ism came up for discussion. 
i 


"I have never believed in ono man rule i 


in a party," said the former president. "I 
may say with the utmost frankness that 
during all tho years in which it was gen-j 
crally supposed I was the head of the Ke- i 
publican party in my state I never as- 
sumed to dictate what nominations were 
to bo made in state or congressional con- 
ventions. All such things I left to tbo 
people themselves without tho slightest nt- 
tempt to dictate or advise on my part. Ol' j 
course in every state a political party ' 
must have a leader, but I do not bdiova 
in the sort of leadership which rules ev- 
erybody and everything, which takes com- 
plete control of all the affairs of the party, 
sots up and knocks down mou at will and 
leaves nothing whatever to the voters and 
tho local leaders." 


Men who know the former president 


well tell me he is as happy as any roan 
can be. He appears to have no thirst for 
a renewal of power, none of that unrest 
which, according to the popular tradition, 
is always found in those who have occu- 
pied tho highest office in tbo nation. What 
to do with ex-presidents, therefore, appears 
to Bo largely a matter of temperament. 
When they have the fortunate tempera- 
ment of General Harrison, they take cnrc 
of themselves.

Tns great dis- 
covery that most of the febrite diseases 
from which wo suffer are assouiatea with 
the growth within us of micro organisms 
made many people for a time look some- 
what skeptically on "catching cold," and 
we were told that when we felt shivery, 
ancltbonla n few hours found ourselves 
sniffing and out of sorts, the oliill to which, 
tve attributed all the rclschief was really 
tho flrsi sign of our being ill. Certain ex- 
periments., however, which have recently 
been made tend to rehabilitate "cold" in 
its position as a cause of disease, for they 
have shown that exposure to cold lowers 
the resistance of the body to infection, and, 
what is more interesting still, they ha^e 
made it clear that in regard to various 
diseases which aro known to be caused by 
micro organisms, and especially in regard 
to pneumonia, we may carry the organ- 
isms about with us and not suffer and yet 
that exposure to cold may at onoo enable 
the microbes to take root. 


Recent demonstrations of the presence 


of the pnoumoooccus in the lungs of 
healthy animals, and the fact that expos- 
ing su'oh animals to a thorough chill will 
bring on pneumonia, is very suggestive 
and makes it probable that in many of the 
ailments whiob result from "catching 
cold" a concurrent infection from without 
is not necessary. The healthier and the 
cleaner the man. both inside and out, the 
more, no doubt, will he bo able to bear ex- 
posure without 511 consequences, but for 
those people whose tissues are already 
charged with infective micro organisms a 
"mere ohlll" may evidently set up disease.

Then Bismarck walked quick- 
ly to bis house, which he reached long be- 
fore any report of the affair got there.

He 
greeted them all pleasantly and asked to 
be excused for a few nftnutes on account 
of a pressing engagement. Thereupon he 
retired to the nest room and rapidly wrote 
out an account of the attempt on his life, 
whioh he sent to the king. Then, return- 
ing to the drawing room, he joked in his 
usual way about hia unpunctuality at 
luncheon and ate with a good? appetite. 
When the meal was finished, he went to 
the countess, kissed her. wished her 
"mablzeit" in tbe old German way and 
added, "You see that I am quite well, 
doa.'t you?" She stared at him, where- 
upon he.added: "Yes, you mustn't bt 
anxious, my child. Somebody has shot at 
me, but it is nothing, as you see."

Elections In Thirteen of the Munici- 


palities of Maine. 


Surprises Almost as Great as 


the Interest Shown. 


New England's Ancient Institution In the Bay 


State. 


Augusta, Me., March 8.—Thirteen cities 


and many smaller places held their mu- 
nicipal elections yesterday. The great- 
est interest was manifested in all, and in 
some the surprises were equally as great, 
path, conceded to the 
Republicans, 


elected a Democratic mayor by two ma- j 
jority. Waterville, usually close, gave 
the Republican nominee 170 majority, 
the Democrats being defeated tit all 
points. Rockland had an unusually ex- j 
citing time, and, while ordinarily solidly j 
Republican, local issues cut their ma- j 
jority to a. small figure. Lewiston citi- 
zens rebelled against so-called ring rule, 
and scores of Republicans voted for the 
citizens' candidate, resulting in his elec- 
tion. 


Portland remained loyal to the Re- 


publicans and voted overwhelmingly for 
the annexation scheme, while Deering 
defeated it by a close margin. In Gard- 
iner and Hallowell there was almost no 
contest, in Gardiner there being but one 
candidate for mayor. The straight Re- 
publican tickets were elected in each 
city. Ellsworth changed from a Re- 
publican to a Democratic mayor. The 
citizens' ticket at Eastport made* a 
strong fight and succeeded in defeating 
the regular Republican ticket. 


Probably the most peculiar incident 


connected with these elections was at 
"Waterville, where Frank L. Thayer -was 
nominated by the Democrats in caucus, 
but the nomination papers were not filed 
with the proper officials: Judge White- 
liouse of the supreme bench was con- 
sulted, and it was decided to place the 
name of Wallace B. Smith on the regular 
ticket and then vote for Thayer by the 
use of stickers. This probably aided 
somewhat in reducing the Democratic 
figures. 


Elections In Bay State Towns. 


Boston, March 8.—That ancient New 


England institution, 
"town meeting 


day," was observed in a majority of the 
221 towns of the state Monday, the rural 
voters enjoying the privileges which 
iave come down from the very settle- 
ment of the Massachusetts colony of as- 
sembling for the purposes of transacting 
the year's business of the community. 
Town officers were elected, past officials 
questioned and criticised, appropriations 
voted, and the old important question 
of seeing whether the town would grant 
licenses for the sale of liquor deter- 
mined. 


As politics played but little part in all 


but few of the towns, and as in a great 
majority, local contests for the 
few- 


officers lacked the warmth of a state or 
national election, the interest centered 
In the license question. There were more 
changes among the various towns this 
year than in the election of a year ago, 
and these changes were slightly in favor 
of license. Seven towns, including Ash-, 
land, where there was a tie last year, 
which voted for no-license last year, 
jumped over into the other column, while 
to offset this six towns which were "wet" 
last year will be "dry" in 1898. On the 
other hand, no-license gained the larger 
towns of Natick, Athol and Medvvay, 
•while the license acquired Rockland and 
Amesbury, the former after voting no- 
license for a number of years. The sur- 
prise of the day was undoubtedly at 
Natick, where a strong shoe element 
has kept the town for license for a num- 
ber of years. The temperance people 
this year put in some hard work, which 
was duly rewarded. -The list of towns 
changing from no to yes is as follows:

F. H. Spearman tells of "Queer Ameri- 


can Rivers" in St. Nicholas. The author 
Bays: 


Every variety of river In the world seems 


to have a cousin) in our collection. What 
other country on the face of the globe af- 
fords such an assortment of streams for 
fishing and boating and swimming and 
Skating—besides having any number of 
streams on which you can do none of these 
things? One can hardly imagine rivers like 
that, but we have them, plenty of them, 
is you shall see. 


As for fishing, the American boy may 


cast his flies for salmon in the arctic circle, 
or angle for sharks under a tropical sun in 
Florida, without leaving the domain of 
the American flag. But the fishing rivers 
are not the most curious or the most in- 
structive as to diversity of climate, soil 
and that sort of thing—physical geography, 
the teacher calls it. 


For instance, if you want to get a good 


idea of what tropical heat and moisture 
will do for a country, slip your canoe from 
a Florida steamer into the Ooklawaha 
river. It is as odd as its name, and ap- 
pears to be hopelessly undecided as to 
whether it had better continue in the fish 
and alligator and drainage business or de- 
vote itself to raising live oak and cypress 
trees, with Spanish moss for mattresses as 
a side product. 


In this fickle minded state it does a lit- 


tle of all these things, so that when you 
are really on the river you think you are 
lost in the woods, and when you actually 
get lost in the woods you are quite confi- 
dent your canoe is at last on the river. 
This confusion is due to the low, fiat coun- 
try and the luxuriance of a'tropical vege- 
tation.

To say that suoh a river overflows its 


banks would hardly be correct, foe that 
would imply that it was not behaving it- 
self. 'Besides, it hasn't any banks—or, at 
least, very few! The fact ia, those peace- 
ful Florida rivers seem to wander pretty 
much where they like over the pretty pen- 
insula without giving offense, but if Jack 
Frost takes such a liberty—presto, you 
should see How the people get after him 
with weather bulletins and danger signals 
and formidable smudges. So the Ockla- 
waha river and a score of its kind roam 
through the woods—or maybe it is the 
woods that roaro through them—and the 
moss sways from the live oak's, and the 
cypress trees stick their knees up through 
the water in the oddest way imaginable.

Bookmuking In the Middle Ages. 


It required a man of great parts to be 


a successful publisher at that ttme,,aa 
much as or even more than it does today. 
Such an institution, for example, as the 
Sorbonne or University of Paris required 
the highest guarantees of character, capi- 
tal and literary capacity in the licensed 
bookseller. He must be an adept in all 
the knowledge and science of the period, 
as well as perfectly skilled in the mechan- 
ical needs of his business. The university, 
too, which was always in close touch with 
the church, even when its studies had be- 
gan to broaden, exercised a jealous censor- 
ship, lest some religious heresy should 
creep in. 
Whenever an error of this or 


even of a more trivial sort was found, tha 
transcripts were burned and the booksell- 
er heavily fined. -Sometimes his privileges 
might be entirely revoked, indeed, and he 
himself imprisoned. The bookseller could 
not even fix a price on his own products. 


Four of the guild in Paris, for example, 


were sworn as appraisers by the authori- 
ties of the Sorbonne to fix the Belling value 
of a book, and any deviation from this was 
a penal offense. To students the price was 
fixed at two-thirds of the charge asked of 
tho general purchaser. The booksellers 
could not dispose of their entire stock and 
tiade without the license of the university, 
which must also approve the purchaser. 
As an additional help to students, the Sor- 
bonne in the middle of the fourteenth cen- 
tury framed a law compelling all book- 
sellers to keep books to lend out on hire, 
and this example was imitated at Tou- 
louse, Bologna, Vienna and Oxford. 
In 


this way circulating libraries were estab- 
lished in the middle ages.—Harper's 
Bound Table.

NEW YORK'S POSTMASTERS. 


AB Office That See ma to Lead to Higher 


Things or Long life or Both. 


The first postmaster of theetty-of New 


York got his commission from Thomas 
Jefferson. 
He was Theodorus Bailey, a 


resident of Poughkeepsie. He waa a Unit- 
ed States senator, having as his colleague 
De Witt Clinton, but he resigned his place 
In the senate to become postmaster of New 
York.which was then a city of about 75,000, 
and the postal business of which amount- 
ed to a few hundred letters a day instead 
of the present volume of business, which 
yields to the federal government a net 
profit of 55,060,000 a year.^ He had pre- 
viously been a member of the legislature, 
he had enjoyed tbo distinction which came 
to senators in the early years of tho coun- 
try's life, and he held the office of postmas- 
ter for 24 years. 


Andrew Jackson appointed the next 


postmaster, who continued in office for 
eight years. His name was Jonathan Cod- 
dington. Nine years before his appoint- 
ment Coddington was a member of the 
legislature, at a time when all the mem- 
bers were elected on one ticket, and he 
held the office of postmaster until John 
Tyler appointed another man in bis place. 
Tyler's propensity for appointing men in 
other men's places led to considerable 
friction In his time, and it led, it is sup- 
pesed, to some of the denunciations which 
were made of Tyler, denunciations emanat- 
ing from those who were displaced. Presi- 
dent Pierce appointed as postmaster of 
New York Isaac "V, Fowler, who was an 
important personage iu the politics of his 
day. He bad as his successor John A. Dix, 
whose commission came from James Buch- 
anan. General Dix—he was not then a 
general—was born in 1798, and at the 
time of his selection as postmaster ho was 
known rather iwevsrently and certainly 
Inaccurately as "Old Dix." 
He bad pre- 


viously been—27 years before—secretary oS 
state at Albany, be had been a legislates 
and 15 years before had been chosen • 
United States senator. He was afterward 
assistant secretary of the treasury, and bis 
acceptance of the office of postmaster of 
New York was thought to round out his 
career. He was the second United States 
senator to become postmaster. 
So far 


from rounding out his career, Generpi 
Dli's acceptance of tfae office of postenasiar 
xoigbt truthfully be said to have begun it 
again. In January, 1861, he was appoint- 
ed secretary of the treasury of the United 
States, later on he became a general in 
the Union army, still later American min- 
ister to France, and finally, on Jan. 1, 
1878, 
governor of the state of New York." 


General Dix diedin April, 1879, at the age 
of 81 years. He waa 62 when appointed 
postmaster. 


Two postmasters of New York were ap- 


pointed during President Lincoln's term

Much has been written of the bright 


cynical wit of the French; but, although 
we are not inclined to associate the 
trait with these people, there is also a 
sort of humor of a broadly ludicrous 
aspect in many of their daily experi- 
ences and possibly as much about their 
wedding festivities as any other general 
function of their lives.

The canvas is eventual- 
ly cut up into pictures (?) of the size 
required by the dealer for whom they 
are executed.

paintings on the walls, vet who wish to 
brighten their apartments with picto- 
rial effects of some kind, can always 
fall back upon the photograph or the 
cheap artistic etching and feel that they 
are not violating any law of good taste.

HORSE HUNG IN A TREE CROTCH, 


Remarkable Accident at Cheshire Har- 


bor. 
Fell Into the Tree. 


A peoular accident happened at the 


turn in the road opposite George Orms- 
bee's house at Cheshire Harbor about 8 
o'clock Sunday evening. A. Murphy of 
Edmunds street was driving from Cheshire 
to this town in a sleigh and was accom- 
panied by two young ladies. The horse 
was hired at Derosia's livery and was con- 
sidered' perfectly safe. As Mr. Murphy 
diove down the hill south of what is 
known as the Harbor "turn," the horse 
was going at a fair road-gait. On either 
side of the road at the turn is a gorge 
about 40 feet deep nnd 20 feet wide. It rS 
of solid rook and Bassott brook courses 
through it. 


As the horsa reached the turn it sud- 


denly shied and went over a railing. Its 
head went into the crotch of an elm tree 
and stuck there. 
The sleigh st»uok 


against the railing that protects at this 
point, and which saved the occupants 
from being thrown to the bottom of the 
gorge. The horse's hind legs also re- 
mained on the road, but as soon as the 
harness was loosened the animal began to 
struggle and got the whole of his body 
over the railing and hang suspended from 
the tree over the gorge. 


Mr. Murphy called for assistance and 


the limb of the tree was out. The horse's 
neck had squeezed into the very center of 
the crotch of the tree, however, and the 
limb was cut too far from the crotch- 
The animal died by strangulation in 
about 20 minutes and hang in the tree un- 
til Monday morning when it Tvas taken 
down and buried. 


Mr. Murphy and his companions were 


badly frightened and considered it luoky 
that they escaped. This is the ascend ac- 
cident which has happened at this point 
within a very short time. Several camera 
fiends who heard of the accident hastened 
to the scene and took pictures of the 
horse while it was hanging in the tree.

Shand at Zylonite will also pass inspec- 
tion. 


J. H. Orr has put up 8,000 tons. His 


stock is unusually free from snow, as he 
scraped his ponds daring the snow storms- 
last winter, which he says gives better re- 
sults than scraping after a storm. 


Under the ruling of the board of health 


last year ice from O;r's ponds, Hudson 
brook and Blackinton can only be used 
for general and not domestic purposes. 
The dealers who were ruled out by reason 
of the examination made last fall are 
anxiously waiting to hear from their 
appeal to the state board of health.
